The repoprt says
the Colombian soldiers penetrated 3 km into Venezuelan territory along the border zohe
of Dr Jesus Maria Semprun Municipality, Socuavo sector, This led to the mobilization
of a Venezuelan batalion and National Guard compahy.

According to EL MACIONAL the information was supplied by residents of the border town
of Casigua E1 Cubo, They also saw Venezuelan troops moving toward the Colombian border,
The newspaper adds that members of the Colombian Army recently crossed into the same
Socuavo sector by boat along the Socuavo River and arrested six Venezuelah peasants.,
According to these troops, the peasants had crossed into Colombian territory.

Finally, the newspaper adds that further incursicns into Venezuelan territory took
place, and anobher seven Venezuelan peasants were arrested, Now, Colombian troops have
apparently raised the Colembian flag there,

"This gxcludes the period
between lS\November 1977\§nd the date inMwhich the present constitutiohal term began

(12 March 1339), during which there were other similar incidents," he added.
